Washington, June 30—The nego- 


tiations in Condon looking to the ar- 
rangement of a modus videndi fixing 
the Alaskan boundary have

Ambassador Choate have been sig- 
nally disappointing m results. 


At moments it appeared that a ba- 


sis of understanding having, as it 
was thought, been jeached, the de- 
tails could easily be ananged, but it 
now turns out that these very de- 
tails cannot be agreed upon without 
the sacrifice of the "interests of many 
American miners, mainly those who 
were driven out of the Atlin district 
by the seveie and 
discriminating 


laws enacted by the legislature of 
British Columbia, and this the state 
department is determined not to 
sanction. 


The United States ambassador has 


come to the end of the concesions he 
is authorized to offei, and therefore 
the prospect of a successful outcome 
of the negotiations is rather depress- 
ing. 


Meanwhile nothing is said on 


either side of a reconvention of the 
high joint commission at Quebec al- 
though the date for the meeting at 
the last adjournment is rapidly ap- 
proaching.

One Man Killed by the Troopers— 


Train Held in an Effort to Find 


the Murderers. 


Winnemucca, Nev., June 30.—Last 


night a special train containing mem- 
bers of companies L and M of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry and company 
3, of the Twenty-fouith colored regi 
raents, arrived, in Winnemucca. A 
number of them left the train and 
•aided a neighboring saloon. 
They 


wrecked the bar and stole what liq- 
uor there was in sight. Chris Deiss, 
.he barkeeper, was shot down by one 
of the soldiers. 
Those who com- 


mitted the outrage then fled to the 
:raiu. 


The alarm was given at once and 


before the train could draw out of 
:he station it was surrounded by the 
ixcited citizens of the place. 


Sheriff McDeid and District Attoi- 


ney Vanduser would not permit the 
:rain to leave until the guilty par- 
ies were given up. 


Major Noble, who was *n command, 


while not recognizing the authority 
of the local authorities to delay the 
expedition, consented that the train 
be delayed until a thorough search 
could be made. The three companies 
were ordered out twice foi the in 
spection and citizens who werp pres- 
ent when the shooting occurred 
closely inspected each man. 


But one was identified, a Sergeant 


Smith, who gave a satisfactory ex- 
planation of his presence in the sa- 
ioon. 


At this point a recruit gave out 


that in daylight he could identify 
one of the men connected with the 
robbery. 


Mr. Van Duser insisted that the 


train remain here until daylight so 
that the identification could be made. 
Major Noble would not consent to 
this. 


At 1 o'clock this morning the dis- 


trict attorney and the major came to 
an issue and the major gave orders 
to have the train start. A writ of 
attachment was then secured on the 
local ticket agent prohibiting the 
moving of the train from Winne- 
mucca until 5 a. in. or until the sol- 
dier had been turned over to the offi- 
cers. 


Major Noble claimed that by delay- 


ing the train the expedition, which 
was to leave San Francisco tonight 
for the Philippines, has been de- 
layed.

DESTROYING A PEST. 


A new way of destroying caterpil- 


lars has been discovered by an inhab- 
itant of the Catskill mountains, and 
theie is no knowing whether 
the 


method may not become general. It 
is reported that the maple and apple 
trees in that region have suffered 
severely from a plague of caterpil- 
lars and that by chance it was dis- 
covered that they a:e susceptible to 
music. 
A woman happened to blow 


a horn under a maple tree one day 
and immediately a shower of the 
fuzzy pests fell all around and over 
her. She decamped, but paused at a 
little distance and again blew the 
horn. 
More caterpillars 
dropped. 


It appeared they were attracted by 
the noise. She told her story, and an 
Italian with a hand organ, a fiddler 
and the town brass band turned out 
and went around playing the worms 
off the trees. It seemed not to make 
any difference what tune was played; 
the results were the same. In course 
of time all the 
catei pillars were 


swept up and destroyed, and the town 
breathed once more. 


The effect of the music was not 


fatal, but seemed to be literally stun- 
ning. 
Of course, when the worms 


were once dislodged it 
was 
easy 


enough to get rid of them, and it 
made 
no 
particular 
difference 


whether the music killed them or 
nu-rely gave them a paralytic shock. 


Possibly the music cure may be ex- 


tended to other insect plagues. Open 
air concerts are usually attended by 
large numbers of mosquitoes 
and 


other winged pests, but no one has 
ever attempted to evolve a program 
which would destroy this undesirable 
audience. Perhaps the proper sort of 
music would. It may be that a judi- 
cious selection of melodies played 
upon the banjo would chaim the ants 
out of the sugar barrel and the cock- 
roaches out of the water pipes, and 
cause a migiation of spiders from the 
cellars. 


But, 
after all, perhaps this is one 


of the discoveries which should not 
be pushed too far. It is conceivable 
that some forms of the music cure 
might be worse than mosquitoes, or 
the melanolestes picipes. 
If one 


were condemned to hear a Pied Piper 
of Sunny Italy grind out unjustly 
popular songs under his windows all 
day long to drive away the flies he 
might be moved to take out the 
so pens and invite the insects to come 
in and have dinner.

A YELLOW FEVER CURE. 


New Serum Discovered After 


Two Years' Experimenting. 


REMEDY WILL BE SENT TO HAVANA 


Or. Doty at New York Claim to H»T« 


• Serum Found by Te>U «• A»ln«Il 
to Be Both Curative »nd Prevent!?* 
In It* Kffect*—Outline of Ills Work. 


Results which may revolutionize the 


treatment of yellow fever and rob the 
disease of its terrors have attended the 
experiments which have been in prog- 
ress for some time in the laboratory of 
the health officer of New York. The 
micro organism of yellow fever, which 
was discovered by Giuseppe Sanarelli 
in 1607, has been isolated and a serum 
prepared which in careful tests with 
animals has been demonstrated to pos- 
sess both curative and preventive prop- 
erties. 


So important is the matter and so 


great R degree of success has attended 
the experiments that Dr. A. H. Doty, 
health officer of New York, made a 
formal announcement recently of what 
had been accomplished. While Dr. 
Doty'a experiments have necessarily 
been confined to animals, says the New 
Yoik Herald, he has no hesitation in 
recommending the use of the serum for 
linmuii beings and is now preparing 
gome which he will send to Havana for 
use by the authorities there. His atate- 
uient concerning his work ia: 


"Tests recently made in the labor- 


atory of this department have for the 
first time shown that the yellow fevei 
serum prepared at New York has both 
curative and preventive properties. The 
investigation aa to the cause of yellow 
fever was begun at quarantine in the 
spring of 1897, some months before Pro- 
fessor Sanarelli of Montevideo published 
the result of his experimental work in 
this direction, in which he claimed that 
he had isolated the specific organism of 
yellow fever. In the spring of 1897 a 
number of cases of yellow fever were 
brought to New York and transferred to 
Swinburne island. Autopsies made at 
this time furnished an opportunity to 
test the value of Sanarelli's work. An 
organism was soon found which proved 
to be identical with that described by 
this investigator. 


"About this period I received from 


him a culture of the alleged yellow 
fever geiui, which made it possible to 
compare it with the organism isolated 
at our laboratory, and it was found 
that they were practically the same. In 
Sanarelh's paper describing his experi- 
ments ho states that he produced by 
inoculation with the yellow fever germ 
yellow fever in a number of persona 
who were turned over to him tor this 
purpose by the state or municipality. 


/'I am informed by one of his assist- 


ants, who has recently vieited the labor- 
atory of this department in charge of 
Dr. Charles B. "Fitzpatrick, that the 
persona referred to by Hanarelli were 
inmates of un insane asylum and re- 
garded as incurable cases. Without dis- 
cussing the propriety of such an act on 
the part of those in charge of the insti- 
tution referred to, it will be fully ap- 
preciated that an experiment of this 
kind is invaluable. After Sanarelli had 
isolated what he regarded as the specific 
organism of yellow fever he inoculated 
animals with the culture of the same 
an! claimed to have succeeded in ob- 
taining a sernm which cured yellow 
fever both in men and animals, 


"The work of immunizing animals 


to obtain the sernm above described was 
begun at New York in January, 1898, 
Two good, sound horses were selected 
for the purpose. After ten months' con- 
tinuous woik a serum was obtained 
which showed a slight therapeutic ef- 
fect. For example, if a given number 
of guinea pigs were inoculated with the 
germ and half of the number afterward 
injected with the serum the latter 
would remain alive three or four days 
longer than the rest. The succeeding 
experiments varied until May 2, when 
a serum was obtained which yielded 
very satisfactory results. 


"Fourteen cubic centimeters of the 


sernm when injected into an animal 
which had jnst been inoculated with a 
fatal dose of the germ of yellow fever 
preserved its life, and it remained per- 
fectly well and healthy, whereas if it 
had not received the serum it wonld 
have died. This was proved by the 
death of all the other animals which 
were injected at the same time with 
the germ of yellow fever but were not 
injected with the serum. A small dose 
of the serum, 10 cubic centimeters, suc- 
ceeded in preventing the infection of an 
animal which was 24 hours afterward 
inoculated with the fatal dose of the 
germ of yellow fever. 


"Other guinea pigs which were in- 


oculated at the same time and had pre- 
viously received no serum treatment 
died. Experiments made with eernm 
obtained on June 8 have shown equally 
satisfactory results. 


"The important work of which I 


have just given an outline would indi- 
cate, first, that Sanarelli was correct in 
his conclusions; that he had found and 
isolated the specific organism of yellow 
fever, and that the sernm which has 
been obtained both by Sanarelli and 
the health department of the state of 
New York has both curative and pre- 
ventive properties, at least in animals. 


"Its effect on the human being is yet 


to be seen. However, I am looking for- 
ward to the most favorable results. 
While in Havana last March I made 
arrangements with my representative 
there to bo prepared to use the serum 
in caeea which wonld probably come 
under his personal care, provided the 
experiments in New York justified me 
in forwarding some of it to bin. A 
eapply of the serum is now being pr* 
pared for this purport and will bt Mat

SPANIARD TALKS OF SCHLEY. 


Dr. Cook Tells of His Southern 


Pole Experience. 


IHIOE PACK FOR THIfiTEEN MONTHS 


A Drift WfitwMd Of 2,000 Mile*. 


Hnnttnc 9ral« OB Island of Ice—Dle- 
eoTery of a Canal Through. Palmer 
Land-Mad New* That Waa a Year 
Heachla* Htm. 


Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the Brooklyn 


physician who accompanied the expedi- 
tion to antarctic regions organized by 
the Belgian government two years ago, 
got home recently on the steamer Button 
from Rio Janeiro. He was chief surgeon 
and anthropologist of the expedition 
which spent two years in the region of 
the south pole. There are many inci- 
dents of the long voyage which Dr. 
Cook would not discuss the other night, 
aa they are to appear first over his own 
name in a scientific publication, says 
the New York Sun. 


"We didn't start for the pole, and 


we didn't reach it," he said. 
"The 


object of the expedition was to make a 
series of observations. That we did, 
and we not only accomplished all that 
we expected to, but a great deal more. 
I would not say that we made any greiit 
discoveries outside of the discovery of 
a canal through Palmer Land, but the 
results of our observations are certain- 
ly of great importance. 


"The expedition was well organized. 


The first legion selected for exploration 
was that south of Cape Horn. Leaving 


was the same asi that of the floe. We 
left the ice on March 14 last iu 103 de- 
grees weet longitude, 70 degrees south 
latitude. 


"Our most important discoveries in 


the region of the ice were the westerly 
current, which carried us along in the 
ice, and a submarine plateau, or bank, 
extending from Graham Land as far 
west as we went. Among the most 
cherished and valuable of the records 
of our trip is a series of meteorological 
observation*. An observation waa taken 
each hour in 'the day for an entire year, 
and the aeries is the only one in exist- 
ence of records taken in the south pole 
region in the winter. In fact, onr ves- 
sel is the first one tbat ever spent the 
winter in that region." 


The Belgica, after leaving the ice 


pack, proceeded to Pnnta Arenas, Pata- 
gonia. Dr. Cook spent a long time 
among the South American Indians be- 
fore starting for home. The expedition 
was commanded by Captain Adrian de 
Gerlache, and it left Antwerp in Au- 
gust, 1897. Captain de Gerlache ex- 
pected to get to Melbourne in March, 
1898, to replenish his stores, and the 
fact that the Belgica didn't report there 
gave lise to a i'ear that she had been 
lost. When Dr. Cook left Brooklyn in 
1897, he was engaged to be married to 
a young woman there. She died shortly 
after the expedition left. Dr. Cook did 
not get the news of her death until a 
year later. A letter which had been for- 
warded from a dozen different places 
finally tell into the hands of an Ameri- 
can missionary at Tierra del Fnego. He 
held it, and fortunately met Dr Cook 
while he was there and handed it to 
him.

Large Fl»on-«i For the Last Few

Immigration to the United States is

May, which ia always a large 
immigration month, showed this year 
an increase of 20,000 over a year ago. 


The people now coming, according 


to the New York Post, are very differ- 
ent from those of a few decades ago. 
Gennarf and Irish immigration is now 
comparatively small, while the Italians, 
Poles and Slavs are making their way 
here in large numbers. At the port of 
New York ulone in May 13,000 Italians 
arrived., of whom 10,000 were males.

DR. FREDERICK A. COOK. 


Staten Land of the southern seas on 
Jan. 1, 1898, on the Belgica, a steam 
whaling vessel, built especially for 
navigation in tho ice pack, we proceed- 
ed directly for Cape Horn. We took 
soundings directly south from this point 
to the South Shetland islands, passing 
through this group to Palmer Land, 
which is a part of the antarctic con- 
tinent. 


"It was at Palmer Land that we 


made onr greatest discovery. There we 
found a new canal as large as the strait 
of Magellan and extending from Barn- 
field strait to the Pacific ocean. The 
land was first discovered about 70 years 
ago, and so far as I. know had never 
been visited again until we went there. 
"At the time it was discovered only the 
outskirts were visited, so that onr visit 
was in a sense the first one, for by 
means of the canal we were able to go 
through the land. 


"The canal is a fnll 200 miles long, 


which means the discovery of 400 miles 
of new coast. It varies in width from 
25 to 60 inilea and is navigable. Al- 
though the land is covered with ice and 
snow even in midsummer, there is no 
ice in the canal. We round some 40 or 
50 islands in the canal that had, of 
course, never been visited before. There 
are no people in Palmer Land and very 
little animal life. I cannot give you all 
the details of the work of the zoological 
department there, bnt I know that all 
the life they found there was two kinds 
of spiders, four kinds of insects in all 
and a bird not nnlike a white pigeon. 
The insects are all new discoveries. 
Nothing like them had ever been eeeu 
by the entomologists before. The white 
pigeon is similar to one that is to be 
found at Terra del Fuego. It was some- 
what of a surprise to find it at Palmer 
Land. We made 20 landings in all at 
Palmer Land and made a fine collection 
of zoological and geographical speci- 
mens. We also surveyed the strait and 
made a chart, which ie the only one in 
existence today. We finally emerged in 
the Pacific and proceeded until we en- 
tered the main body of pack ice west of 
Alexander Land. 


"We were in the ice pack for 13 


months. When we entered it, we de- 
cided to push in as far as we could go 
and if brought to a halt before we at- 
tained a certain point to return and at- 
tack the ice at some more vulnerable 
point. We got in 90 miles, and, find- 
ing we could get no farther, tried to get 
ont again. But tho ice had closed in be- 
hind us, and we were stuck there, so 
we had to make the most of the posi- 
tion we found ourselves in. During the 
13 months we were in the ice we drift- 
ed about 2,000 miles. Our drift was 
almost due west, from 83 degrees west 
longitude to 103 degrees west longi- 
tude and from 70 degrees south latitude 
to 72 degrees south latitude. The ice 
floe that we were in was six miles in 
diameter, and we remained in that one 
floe for almost a year. We were in dan- 
ger from the ice during the first two 
months and the last two months only. 
Any vessel save one like ours, built to 
withstand the ravages of the ice, tossed 
about in heavy seas, would have been 
crushed to bits in it. 


"We didn't suffer at all during this 


tirao. We had plenty of clothing for 
such a climate, and we were able to 
leave the ship and walk about the ice 
floe. The only live things found in the 
ice were seals, penguins aud petrels. 
We practically lived on them, hunting 
them along the edges of the floe. Their* 
was little or no difficulty in shooting 
•11 tbat we needed, for we were equip- 
ped with modern, long range guns and 
piulud off the birds and seals as w« 
needed theft.

Claim* Made For a ISew Sheathing 


After ft Private Tt»«. 


A series of tests of a new "fireproof 


and aiutor sheathing" composition were 
given on grounds adjoining the home 
of the inventor, W. Leonard Foote, in 
Brooklyn the other afternoon. Several 
men who are interested in the inven- 
tion were present. According to a re- 
port given ont, it was shown that a 
thickness of 2% inches of sheathing 
would stop bullets from any make of 
rifle point blank at numle velocity. At 
a distance of 50 feet a .45 Springfield 
bullet, -as well as three Krag-Jorgensen 
steel jacketed bullets, were flattened 
against its surface. 


A block of spruce 3 by 9 by 11, 


weighing five pounds; a block of oak 
2J4 by 8 by 11, weighing eix pounds, 
and a block of the new material 2>4 by 
8 by 11, weighing six pounds, had each 
been immersed in water 8(> hours. The 
spruce block showed a displacement of 
50 per cent and the oak and Foote ma- 
terial 75 per cent each. These three 
blocks, according to the report, were 
placed side by side in a brick furnace 
of three sections, the new material be- 
ing in the center, wb,ere it would get 
the most heat. The turnace, according 
to the New York Sun, was then filled 
with wood chips saturated with tur- 
pentine and oil. The time was taken 
and a light was applied to the fuel at 4 
p. m. An attendant was kept busy till- 
ing the furnace with fresh fuel for a 
period of three hours, when,it was dis- 
covered that the block of spruce had 
been entirely consumed. 
Forty-five 


minutes later not a vestige of the oak 
remained, while at the end of five 
hours, with the center section of the 
furnace still blazing fiercely, the new 
material, it is declared, was absolutely 
intact and had lost but a few ounces in 
weight by evaporation. 
Its original 


shape had not been distorted. 


In addition to all this, the inventor 


asserts that the sheathing is self closing 
after penetration, and that it is soft to 
the touch and capable of taking a hand- 
some finish. The approximate cost of 
the material at retail, he says, is about 
double the price of steel. 


Some remarkable wounds made by 


tbe enemy's bullets on American sol- 
diers in tbe Filipino war are detailed 
in a letter received at St. Paul, says the 
New York Times, from Surgeon Beck 
of the Thiiteenth Minnesota. He says. 


"Volumes might be written of the 


thousand and one incidents and oddities 
of warfare that never fell to the lot of 
the historian. Providence, good, luck 
or some other occult power has stood 
by the American soldier in this war. 
At this writing we have had 300 killed 
and 1,100 wounded since Feb. 4, the 
beginning of the war with the Fili- 
pinos. 


"Wounds of the head excite the 


most wonder. At the battle of Mari- 
quina, March 25, Private A very Grimes 
of my company fell close to my left. A 
Mauser entered behind the right ear, 
pasi-ed diagonally forward through the 
posterior wall of the throat, with its 
exit near the left corner of tho mouth, 
taking along three teeth. He is making 
a slow, but certain recovery. A Col- 
orado man on our right that day had a 
Mauser bullet traverse the identical 
course, except that the points of en- 
trance and exit were reversed. He re- 
turned to his company iu two weeks. 
Another soldier was struck behind the 
ear high up, the ball passing downward 
tnd forward and ont of the middle por- 
tion of the lower jaw. He lost a couple 
of teeth, bnt is making a nice recovery. 


"A Montana boy was struck an inch 


back of the outer angle of the left eye, 
the bullet passing through his skull and 
making its exit in the eame locality ou 
the other aide. He has lost the sight of 
one eye, and I fear the other will soon 
follow, although he will recover his 
usual health. A Nebraska man was shot 
directly over the left eye, the ball pass- 
ing down and ont underneath the edge 
of the jaw, re-entering tho shoulder 
and out near the elbow, again entering 
the wrist and going out of the back of 
his baud. He is ont of commission for 
a couple,of months, but will have one 
good eye left. These are bat a few of 
the cases that come under my personal 
observation and can well be considered 
maivelons cases. 


"The number of escapes also borders 


on the domain of the miraculous. Com- 
rade Mclnnes of my company, who fell 
at Mariqnina, in addition to his belt 
of cartridges, carried a small pasteboard 
•box of 20 cartridges in the bosom fold 
of his blue shirt. While withdrawing a 
caitridge from his belt a Remington 
brass bullet passed through (he back of 
his right hand, through the first of the 
two layer0 of cartridges in his bosom 
and doubled up a cartridge in the sec- 
ond layer so firmly as to still retain the 
brass missile in the fold. As the car- 
tridge box was directly over his stomach 
his close call can be appreciated. 


"Private Glazier of my regiment at 


the same fight was also struck by a 
Mauser in his cartridge belt. The bul- 
let bored a clean little hole through a 
Springfield cartridge, passed through 
his groin and struck another shell in 
his belt on the other side, passing 
through and exploding it. It also went 
through his knapsack, four pieces of 
hard tack and his tin plate. He was 
confined to bed two days.

The Death of Joe Jnnean. 


Poor old Joe Junean is dead at Daw-

The strange and weird 
cracking of the ice as the great river 
wrested itself from grim winter's grasp 
disturbed the mournful silence of the 
few faithful friends as they stood about 
the deathbed of the intrepid gold hunter 
and saw his aonl take its flight, says the 
San Francisco Examiner.

A Kanaka, who joined the 
Californiaa at Honolulu, peeped over 
the trenches at Sun Pedro Macati, with 
his head inclined slightly backward. A 
Mauser caught him just over the left 
eye, plowed over his skull under the 
scalp for six inches and out again. He 
did not quit his post, but he had only 
one eye to peep with for two weeks. 


"A Washington boy, March 2, had 


his scalp furrowed right where he part- 
ed his hair. The hospital corps bandaged 
his head, and he returned to the trench. 
The bandage worked down over his 
eyes in the course of time, and he sat up 
to adjust it. It was a fatal moment. A 
Mauser went through his body from 
right to leit, passing through his heart, 
and he fell over dead. 


"Private Porter of my company 


wrote a letter home the day previous to 
the fight at Mariquina. 
'Dear dad,' 


he wrote, 'you can bet if the niggers 
get mo tomorrow they won't hit me in 
the rear caboose of my ariatomy.' He 
meant, of course, that he would always 
have his face to the enemy. Ten min- 
utes after the fight began Porter turned 
back to pick up his bayonet, which had 
fallen from its scabbard. A Mauser 
caught him in the right buttock, pass- 
ing downward and forward. Porter is 
now puzzled to know how he will square 
it with 'dad.' 


"Hospital Corpsman Qomfrez had 


just returned from Frisco, where he 
had gone with a shipload of conva- 
lescents. In the advance beyond Malolos 
with the aid of a Chinaman he waa 
carrying a stretcher with a wonnded 
soldier. A shrapnel from the Utah bat- 
tery wrongly timed exploded over their 
heads, instantly killing Gomfrez and

After Sanarelli had 
isolated what ho regarded as the -specific 
organism of yellow fever lie inoculated 
animals with tho culture of tho same 
an:! claimed to have succeeded iu ob- 
taining a serum which cured yellow 
fever both in men and animals. 


"The work of immunizing animals 


to obtain the scrum above described was 
begun at New York in January, 1893. 
Two good, sound horses were selected 
for the purpose. After ten months' cou- 
tinuous work a serum was obtained 
which showed a slight therapeutic ef- 
fect. For example, if a given number 
of guinea pigs were inoculated, with tin. 
germ and half of tho numberafterwart 
injected with the serum the latter 
would remain alive three or four days 
longer tbtm the vest. Tho succeeding 
experiments varied until May 2, when 
a .serum was obtained which yielded 
very satisfactory results, 


"Fourteen cubic centimeters of the 


scrum when injected into an animal 
which had just been inoculated with a 
fatal dose of the germ of yellow fever 
preserved its life, and it remained per'
